NEW ORLEANS UNIVERSITY. 

Our university is in the midst of a year of prosperity. The 
enrollment of students is lrage; the faculty is working dili- 
gently and in harmony; the order is good, and excellent results 
are being secured . 

College of Liberal Arts. — Elvery study called for by the pub- 
lished curriculum is being actually taught. As hitherto, those 
who this year received the degree of A. B. will have completed 
a college course according to the standard authorized by the 
senate of our church. This department is and always has been 
much smaller than it should be. The demand for leaders for 
our people will not be met until a much larger number of our 
young men and women pursue advanced courses. 

The Normal Department. — The lengthening of the normal 
course from three years to four years was a very wise step, 
and will result in giving our normal students a better prepara- 
tion for the great work they propose to enter upon. The col 
lege faculty gives instruction in the normal grades, and prac- 
tice teaching is regularly done under the wise direction of the 
principal of the model school. We feel confident, therefore, 
that excellent work is being done in this department. 

Music Department. — As always, this is one of our most popu- 
lar and successful departments. This department is entirely 
self-supporting, and is moving along in perfect harmony, with 
a large and ever increasing enrollment. 

f English Department. — This is and must ever be to a larixo 
majority of our students the one department with which they 
come into actual touch. Our very best teachers are regularly 
employed in teaching common English branches. A high 
standard of excellence is maintained. 

Medical College. — The enrollment is the largest in the his- 
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tory of the college. Forty-seven are pursuing a four years' 
course in medicine, and eight are studying pharmacy, making 
a total of fifty-five. With the exception of the dean, every 
member of the faculty is serving without compensation. Great 
credit should be given to these busy doctors for the good they 
are doing, simply because they feel a personal interest in the 
work of the college and hospital. 

The Training School continues the good work of previous 
years. Twelve estimable young women are taking the studies 
and training prescribed for them. 

We bespeak for the university in all its departments the 
heartiest co-operation of all our preachers and members. 

The "Barney Printing Office," in which the college print- 
ing is done, and in which some outside patronage received has 
just recently been favored by the addition of a new four hun- 
dred dollar "Chandler and Price" job press. This generous and 
timely gift was secured by the efforts of Doctor Godman. We 
now need more type to replenish and supply worn out fonts 
and a good paper cutter, and the office will be in first class con- 
dition and self-supporting. 

The carpenter shop has been supplied with a few tools. The 
addition of machinery, however, would be to this department 
of inestimable benefit. 

Gilbert Hall, the school building, and recitation rooms are 
sorely in need of repairs, which will require $2,000. 

To complete the new dormitory, dining hall annex and 
kitchen will require at least $5,000. The building is indis- 
pensable, and for work to be discontinued on it in an incom- 
plete state will be a serious hindrance. $10,000 will build a 
power house for the Industrial Building and supply it with a 
boiler, engine and a small electric battery for lighting, a 
plant for heating the new building and furnish water in case of 
fire. , 

To meet pressing demands, our baking department will re- 
quire $310, with which to put in a new modern oven. 
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With nothing with which to begin on a little over a year 
ago, a hennery has been started and now contains 80 chickens 
and 6 turkeys, and 14 hogs in the piggery. There are 2 
horses, 1 head of cattle— three milk cows. 

The horticultural and agricultural departments, worked al- 
most entirely with student labor, produced this past season 90 
barrels of corn, 1 tons of hay and pea-vines, 400' pumpkins, 40 
barrels of sweet potatoes, an da large quantity of fruit 'pre- 
served. The bogs raised will supply us with nearly 500 pounds 
of meat this sesson.

With Hampton and Tuskegee, 
Gilbert Industrial College joins forces in this, one of the great- 
est factors— industrial training— for the solution of the race 
problem in this country. 

The need of a school of industry in the south central section 
of the black belt is imperative. The very central and ad- 
vantageous location of Gilbert Industrial College, in the 
Parish of St. Mary, at Baldwin, La., offers the greatest oppor- 
tunity as rallying place for the industrial education of the 'Ne- 
gro in this part of the South. 

The advantages are such as are afforded by no other school of 
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its kind. Students pay no tuition; the fifty cents per month, 
tnd the six or seven dollars for board is less than it costs to re- 
main at home. During the summer vacation many students 
can find eployment on the college grounds, and thus be enabled 
to support themselves in school.
